From Feebleminded in

Feeblemindedness, spoke In chapel 
Tuesday on the feebleminded in Ken- 
tucky. Ba appaaiad to tha hafi praa- 
ent to use their Influence with their 
leglslatora tor reforms within the 
State in tha fata at tta ImMo- 
minded. 

Dr. JBhaisa said; Mato af 

Kentucky was the fourth to have a 
school for the feebleminded, but it 
has gone no farther. We spend 
1300.000 Within the Stoto tor thto 
worh, aad fot aalhiac tor tt. Dif- 
ferent methods are needed now for 
treating this problem. Today we 
reallxe that it is not only necessary 
to train tha feahlamladad, hat they 
must ha hapt aader eo at ra l ahraya. 

"The feebleminded are like chil- 
dren, immature In mind. They are 
found in the public schools, where 
they atay la oaa grade aatU they 
e a t t raw lha laraMnfa. Then thejr 
are advanced. They are found in 
reformatories. Most of the delin- 
quents are really feebleminded and 
should ba treated at aaeh. They 
ara toaad la haipllala lev lha la- 
sane, where no diatinetlon is made 
between feeblemindedness and in- 
sanity. 

"Tha problem to how to provaat 



ing. It has been proved that feeble- 
mindedness is inherited. The chil- 
dren of feebleminded parents are ia- 
varlahljr faahlaakladad. FroM thto 
alBlettoa tollaw irlaise af all Mada 
The remedy la In taking proper care 
of the feebleminded we have now 
and preventing their increase. No 
mora BMaay to aiidid thaa to al- 
ready apftaiHtoad tor thto aaa. but 
wiser methods must be adopted.
